By pretended abfurdities and falfe confequences 
God ĩs commonly oppofed and obſcured by the adverfaries there- 
of: yet truth never brings upon it felfe any abſurdity. But abſurdi- 
ties ſometimes feeme to follow through the ſubtilty of men oppo- 
Ging the truth; and fornetimes through the ignorance of men, not 
knowing how to avoyd them, and defend the truth from them. 
Truth alwayes lyes within the bounds of order, whither true 
faich brings in a man, and there truth makes him free, Fob. 8. 32. 
Truth and order are never apart, much leflz oppofe each other, 
ho ever men conceive : for God who is one, is the God both of 
truth, and of order, 1 Cor. 14. So that whereſoever faith findes 
truth, there order alfo dwells. For as God is the God of order, fo. 
‘his Word which is truch, is the rule of order 3 and. this Word is 
faiths foundation, whereon fhee builds: which Word is fo farre 
from being any exceptive condition of truth, as that it. is truth it: 
felfe. God calls no man to diſpenſe his truth, whom he doth not 
it and enable for the fame: and whom God doth call and ſend, 
he ſo ſends them that they goe in faith. ànd faith ever attends at 
wiſdomes gate, and bids not goe otherwayes then Chriſt directs.

warnes the faithfull to take heed of, are ſuch as thall — 
fignes and wonders, ver. 24. How then comes it to paſſe, that they 
which hold forth the Gofpel and Ordinances of Chriſt, are cloſely 
infinuated to be thefe falſe Prophets, whiles this is one maine tx 
ception againft them, That they do not fhew great fignes and won- 
ders? Surely they prepare men to be deceived by falſe Chriſte, 
and falſe Prophets, who teach men to receive none as Miniſters ot 
Chriſt, though they prove their doctrine and way by the Scrip- 
tures never fo clearly, unleſſe they thew great ſignes and wonders, 
and confirme their word and vray thereb.

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Preachers of the Gofpel, but alſo all true believers have an uncti- 
on fromthe holy One, and know all things, 1 Joh. 2. 20. But this 
is meant onely of ſome meafure of knowledge, for true believers 
muſt ſtill grow in knowledge, 2 Pet. 3. 20. And it is meant onely 
of their knowing all thoſe things, the knowledge whereof is ne- 
ceſſary to ſalvation. As touching other things, the Spirit of truth 
doth not leade the Saints into all truth at once. The Apoftle Peter 
and the Church at Jeruſalem was detective in the underſtanding of 
the extent of Chriſts Cominiſſion touching the preaching of the 
Goſpel to thoſe Gentiles that were not Proſelytes, untill God did 
further informe them. This appeares in Adr 10. 10.— 16, 19, 20, 
28. 34. Ads 11. 218. yet was Peter a true Apoſtle, and the Con- 
gregation at Jeruſalem a true Church. Vea it appeares that the bre- 
ihren which p in conſtituted Churches were not free from 
all poſſibilitie of miftaking. Note well, 1 Cer. 14. 29. and 1 Theſ. 5. 
20, 21, 22. David and all Iran with him did miſtake, when they 
carried the arke of God in a Cart, 1 Chrun. 13. And were afterward 
5 fenfible of their miſtake, and reformed it, 1 Chren.15. yet David was 
ha the faithfull fervant of God, the Priefts were the Priefts of the 
Lord, and Tfrael'was God did not reprove their 
eudeavour to bring up the arke to Feruſalem, though he made a 
breach upon them at the firft,becaufe they fought him not after the 
due order.
